PROPOSED CHANGES IN METHODS AND STANDARDS FOR ESTABLISHING MEDICAL
ASSISTANCE PAYMENT RATES STATE OF ILLINOIS DEPARTMENT OF HEALTHCARE
AND FAMILY SERVICES

This notification provides an update to a public notice published on September 16, 2021
regarding services provided by licensed clinical professional counselors and licensed marriage
and family therapists. The Department is revising the proposed effective date from October 1,
2021 to December 1, 2021. Details of these services are restated below.

Pursuant to PA 102-0043, the Department is proposing, effective December 1, 2021, to provide
for the legally authorized services of persons licensed under the Professional Counselor and
Clinical Professional Counselor Licensing and Practice Act as licensed clinical professional
counselors (LCPC) and for the legally authorized services of persons licensed under the
Marriage and Family Therapy Licensing Act as licensed marriage and family therapists (LMFT).
These services include mental health services such as psychiatric diagnostic evaluations,
psychotherapy, and counseling.

The proposed reimbursement rate for LCPC and LMFT services will be at 75% of the physician
rate. The reimbursement changes will apply to services personally rendered by an LCPC or
LMFT. These proposed changes will increase expenditures by approximately $6.4 million to
$7.6 million annually based on current utilization patterns.

The proposed change is subject to approval by the federal Centers for Medicare and Medicaid
Services and may be modified or revised during the approval process.
